health. Those-who are familiar with affairs at Washington, 
know, however .that Vrooman is only on* more honest pubUc 
official who has been driven out by the ntach.nations and avarice 
of Bie Business. It is known that Vrooman is a vwtira of the 
exploiters who want a lax enforcement of the pure food law. 
Vrooman was too insistent that the pure food law should be 
enforced for 4he public good instead of for the food plates. 


For a number of years the public interests in the depart- 


ment of agriculture had been zealously guarded by Pinchot 
formerly head of the forestry service and by Dr. H. W- Wiley 
who is known to the public jfe the father of the Federal Pure 
Food Law. When these loyal and truly patriotic devotees to 
the public good left the department.of agriculture the Amerv 
can public lost two officials whose services were of great benefit 
to the country, though not withstanding some error, into which 
they have occasionally fallen in. carrying out their well mten- 
tioned project.

The withdrawal of these gentlemen from the Department 


of Agriculture was compensated, however, in a large measure 
by Ihe appointment of Carl Vrooman as Assistant Secretary ol 
\pricnliure. During the period of service in the department 
he has amply shown on every occasion that, the public good was 
his only concern in the discharge of his duties as an official of 
the department.

His retirement from office will therefore be regretted by aU 


those who believe that a public officer is a public trust and who 
were acquainted with the attitude of Vrooman.

der Mr. Houston's administration, ft was well known in Wash 
ing-Ion that in spite of the efficient way in which he handlei 
matters and the emphasis he always laid on the necessity of 
subordinating private interests to the public good he has 
been shorn for two or three years of all power. '.He was even 
humiliated by the creation of another office in the depaxtmen 
and many of his duties were transferred to the new appointee 


And all because of his attitude toward the pure .food law 


On more than one occasion he had to exert his influence agains 
tne present administration of the Bureau of Chemistry, which 
was well known in Washington and elsewhere for its hostillt} 
toward the enforcement of this law for the benefit of the pub 
lie. It was Vrooman who prevailed upon Secretary-Houston t 
endorse the repeal of the mixed flour lav/ which the,bureau o 
chemistry advocated. 
To Vrooman iherefore belongs th 


credit that the pablic did not lose the protection against frau 
which the enforcement 'of this law provides when properly en 
forced.

WASHINGTON — Conditions 


under which soldiers or sailor* ncrw 
holding government life insurance 
may convert them policies •within 
five years into other forms which 
can be carried with the government 
during their lifetime were announc- 
ed today by CoL Henry I>. Lindsley, 
of tbe War Risk Insurance bureau. 
Hates will be made public noon and 
the new policies -will not be available 


then. 


Six Different Kinds 


There wffl b« *ir different kinds 


of insurance— ordinary life, 20 pay- 
ment life, 30 payment life, 20 year 
endowment, 30 year endowment and 
endowment payable at the age of 32. 
All policies Trill contain clauses pro- 
viding that in case of permanent 
total disability of the insured man 
the government •will make monthly 
payments to him and premium pay- 
ments will cease. This amounts vir- 
tually to old age pensioning and dis- 
ability. insurance and insures that 
no man who has. served in the army 
or navy need ever b« destitute if he 
carries the government insurance- 


All policy holders •will participate 


in dividends and earnings of over 
33 per cent from the insurance fund 
•which will go into dividends. Since 
the reserves will be invested in gtiv- 
emment securities, most of which 
will pay in the neighborhood of 4>-i 
per cent it is certain there will be 
•large dividends to be returned peri- 
odically to policy holder*. 


Collections of premiums will be 


made through postmaster* in eadi 
community* 


CoL Lindsley rtated today that 


the rates would be so. low that. offi- 
cial* of private insurance companies 
which assisted in £ -afting the rate 
•chedule had . admu.ed that they 
could not compete with them. 


Any man now in military or naval 


service holding government term 
life_jn»urance can obtain the new 
forms but the amount will be lim 
ited to his present holding*, which 
in no. ca*e are more than $10,000. 
The government urges all men to 
continue to carry their present pal-: 
Ide* but to convert the»e as soon 
a* they are financially able within 
the next five years. 


Denials Are Made ; 


The government itself and not- 


private companies will carry these 
converted policies, it has emphasiz- 
ed today in denial of reports that 
the insurance business built upon 
the lives of fighting men during the 
war would now be turned over by 
the government to private concerns. 


. The war risk bureau today reported 
that 4,480,000 policies already hav° 
been i»*ued to soldiers and sailors 
for insurance aggregating $39,332.- 
000,000 of an average of $8,756 on 
each man. 


Up to today 34,969 awards had 


been made on deaths of insured sol- 
diers or sailors for amounts -aggre- 
gating $294,720,000.
